Exported by Private Traders in Nine Years, 
out of which Dedutting Nine or 10000 J. Value for Dye Wood and Elephants Teeth, -

for Purchaſing Negroes 5 26000 J. Exported in Nine Years, which doubled on 
the Coaſt makes 51. per Head for Purchaſing 210400 Negroes, and makes out

Thomas was ſent on Purpoſe by the Company to Ruin the Private Traders, by 
lowering the Prices of Goods, and giving more for Slaves than they, even when the 
Company had no Ships to carry them away, and hath been heard to ſay twas worth 
the Companies white to loſe 100000 J. ro Ruin the Private Fraders. But *tis not 
ſtioned bur +ths of the Negroes being Bought out of the Influence of Forts, and 
coſt the uſual Prizes, will more than make up for Mortality, being about Five 
or Six per Cent, among Private Ships in an Averidge, and more than Increaſe the 
Number roo. | ng 
Farther it appears by the Companies own Books of the 10 per Cent. Duty, 
that the Difference of the Prices of Goods Exported by the Private Traders. and 
Company, ſworn to by the Exporters, is at leaſt 30 per Cent. cheaper than 
the Company, thoſe Buying generally for Ready Money, and the Company 
Buying at long Time, for which they give Bonds always at a great Diſcounr, 
but now at above 40 per Cent. fo that 5 J. of the Private Traders Buys as 
much Goods as 7 /. of the Companies; as an Inſtance, a Commodity called Cowrzs, 
which is the ſame as Money at Widda, and great Part of each of the Ships Car- 
goes which go there muſt be compoſed of that Commodity, will coſt the Com- 
any 8 J. per Hund. Weight now, tho ſeveral Private Traders have by them Quantities 
ought at Ez2ft-IndiaSales at 47. 10s. to 51. per Hund. Weight with Diſcount, The 
like Caſe happens alſo on the Coaſt of Africa, where the Company confine their 
Trade to 160 Miles Extent, and the Separate Traders range the Coaſt along and pick 
up moſt of their Negroes at uſual low Prices; fo that they Coſt, one with ano- 
ther, 30 per Cent. leſs than the Companies. | 
To prove this to be Matter of Fact, in 1005 1706 a Private Ship Bound to the 
Gold Coaſt, where the great Noiſe is made of the Dearneſs of Negroes, Bought 305 
Negroes, beſides ſome Elephants Teeth, and Gold, and deliver'd into the Planta- 
ons zod of them, and her Cargo, as appears on Oath of the Exporters, did not 
Coſt above 1100 and odd Pounds. The ſame Ship hath Purchaſed her Cargo this 
Year on the ſame, or eaſier Terms, and loſt but Three per Cent. by Mortality, 
Proviſions for Negroes included both Voyages; and the ſame Traders uſually find 
the ſame thing in their Courſe of Trade, for ieveral Years, notwithſtanding the 
falſe Infinuations of vaſt Sums paid for Proviſions, and an Allowance of 15 per 
Cent. for Mortality of Negroes; which may be among the Companies Ships, which 
lye long on the Coaſt Spending their Proviſions for want of Goods to Purchaſe 
their Loading. 
From whence the Separate Traders have Reaſon to believe they have proved 
the Sum of 29300 per Ann. being the Sum atiirm'd in the Companies Paper to be 
the whole of the ſaid Traders Exports for Purchaſing Negroes, is a deſigned, ill- 
grounded Forgery, as appears by their own Accounts, and that the true Sum ſent 
out for Purchaſing Negroes, after all Deductions for Six Years of War, appears to 
be 24 1000 J. which is 40166 per Ann. 3 
Then if 1100 J. in Goods produces 305 Negroes, even at the deareſt. Places, 
how many does 40 166; the Anſwer is 11166 Negroes, deducting Five per Cent. 
for Mortality, remains 1058 1 Negroes delivered into the Plantations, and is un- 
der 31. 157. per Head, firſt Coſt in EAgland, ſent to Purchaſe them, ſuppoſing they 
had been all Bought in the deareſt Parc of Guinea; whereas there being bur one 
Third Part of them Bought there, Allowance muſt be made for one Third Part of 
the _ thereof towards Purchaſing a greater Number by Three or 4000 Negroes 
at leaft. 

But ſuppoſing there were purchaſed by Separate Traders, according to this 
malicious Infinvation, but 4883 Negroes in this time of War, tis almoſt twice 
as many more per Annum as the Company Imported in Peace and War both, 
being in an Averidge, as they ſay themſelves, but 1850 Negroes per Annum, and 
within 2co Negroes per Annum of as many as they carried in between 1680 and 
1688, when they were Excluſive. Y 5 
And altho' the Separate Traders ſent out 229400 J. in Two Years of Peace 
1700 and 1701, and purchaſed at Ieaſt 60000 Negroes thoſe Years, yet the Com- 
pany carried in but 1511 Negroes one Year, and 2045 the other of thoſe Years; 
and whereas tis affirmed 180000 J. is required to purchaſe 300% Negroes 2 
Year, tis admitted, if under the Management of the Company, and cannot do 
neither, and the Private Traders would quickly be in as bad a Condition as the 
Company, if they Bought their Goods in England, and Negroes on the Coaſt, no bet- 
ter than the Company, and managed their Trade in the ſame manner as they 
G | 
And as to the Infinuation of the African Company in a Joint Stack, being a 
National Conſtitution, that they keep great Magazines of Goods in their Forts 
for Trade ; that Sugars in the Plantations are Dear, by Means of Negroes being 
Sold Dear, (which by the Way are but at from 95. to 16 7. per Hund. at Jamaica, 
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and have been thereabouts a leng time,) 1 occaſions that Commodity to be 
brought from rhe Eaſt Indies, we ſay they being all of apiece with the falſe Quo- 
tation of the Separate Traders Exports be forementioned, ought to be anſwered 
with Contempt, and have only to offer, whether if many Sellers come to Market 
with Negroes at one time they may not be Sold Cheaper than by one Seller for 
a-Monopolizing Society. 5 | 
As to the Conſuſions in Trade are meant by Separate Traders, the Defigns and 
Malice of the Company, and their Factors, that fire their Guns at the Natives, 
who go off to Trade with them, hindring them from carrying Corn and other 
Proviſions for their Support by Bribes or open Force; and even ſome of them 
have Committed Piracy and Fellony to on Private Ships, as can be made appear; 
ſo that the Forts have proved an Obſtruction to the Trade, a Den of Robbers, 
and a Common Nuiſance which were deſigned by Parliament for its Pro- 
tection. 

As to the Companies Irfinuations, that Policy and Friendfhip cannot be main- 
tained with the Natives without Forts, the Separate Traders cannot conceive how 
their making continual Wars with them, Bribing one King to kill another, hindring 
them from Trading with Private Ships, and all this at the Expence of the 10 
per Cent. Duty, can be a Means of Cultivating a good Underſtanding between 
them. And as to the Suggeſtion cf the great Coſt of Ammunition, Stores, £7c, on 
this Account, we do not find when tis wanted againſt our Enemies, they have Shot to 


fic their Guns, nor Carriages for them, or. Men to defend them, or Proviſions to 


laſt a Siege of Four Days; all which is confirmed by Gambo and Serra Leon ta- 
ken by open Boats without - Oppoſition, but Honefly being the beſt Policy, had it 
been praCtis'd the Company needed not have been in the fad Condition they now are. 

As to the Prpportion of Trade propoſed by the Company for themſelves be- 
tween Cape Blanco and Cape Formoſa, there are Two Head Lands in Africa of 
that Name. the one to Windward of the Gold Coaſt, the other near Angola; and tis 
ſuppoſed they mean the latter, which takes in all the Trade except Angola, where 
7 or 8 Ships may be loaden per Annum, with Negroes proper for the Spaniards 
only, and 100 Sail of Ships uſually loaded per Annum in Peace, in the other part 
of Guinea cut out by the Company for themſelves, may ſeek ſome other Trade, 
and our Woollen and other ManufaCtures be kept at Home; greareft Part of the 
Plantations lie uncultivated; the Cuſtoms for Tobacco and other Goods Decreaſe 
in Proportion, and the Benefit hereof would quickly appear in Exchange- Alley; the 
Companies Bonds would be reduced from 40 per Cent. to but 20 per Cent. Diſcount, 
their Bad Debts, and Thatcht Houſes, would be a Solid Foundation for more 
Wiſeakers to ingraft 4 or 5000 Shares on for the preſent Managers, to divide 
one among another by Way of Bottomry, or ſo ; in ſhorr, the Stock now Sold 
at 6 J. per Share would riſe prodigiouſly. | 

As to the Companies Exporting 70000 J. Value in Goods per Annum, when 
Exclufive, ſome Years of Peace, it appears by the Exports in Peace, fince the 
Trade was laid open, that what was wanting of that Value in the Exports of the 
Company. the Private Traders more than Trebled; and the Private Traders Ex- 
ports in an Averidge appear to be above 60000 /. per Annum, befides the Com- 

ies, one Year with another, in Peace and in War. 

But ſuppoſing they did Export 70000 J. per Ann. when Exclufive, allowing out of 
that Sum a proportion for ſupporting Forts, Thatcht Houſes, &c. according to their 
Fictitious Charge of 30000 J. per Annum given into the Council of Trade, then 
there remains but about 40000 J. per Annum Exported for purchafing Negroes, 
Elephant Teeth, and Gold, and is but one quarter of the Value of the Exports 
to Africa after the Trade was laid open, in time of Peace, as appears by the Cu- 
ſtom-houſe Books.

Y Note, The Trade and Forts have been ſo far from being preſerved by any Mo- 
nd advanced by the Company, more than the 10 per Cent. Duty, that even all 
the Money which they own to have received of the New Subſcribers in 1698 J. being 
$700 and odd for 4758 Shares, at 12 J. per Share, ingrafted on their Rotten Bottom 
of bad: Debts, which ſtill remain, and now reckoned Part of their Quick Stock, 
and the 13 /. per Share called in at ſeveral times from their Members, bath been 
all again divided among themſelves, viz. 61130 /. in Money, as they own, and 
the remainder being 170000 J. by Bottomry Bonds, given one another with 25 J. 
per Cent. advance on them, payable on arrival of e er a one of their Ships. 

And whereas they falily ſuggeſt, that 3388 J. 7 f. 4 d. per Annum is the whole 
Sum the 10 per Cent. Duty pap by Private Traders hath amonnted to a Year 
in an Averidge, which hath not anſwer'd the Carge of one Fort, tis ſuch a 
Forgery, that none but an African Company-Man but would be aſhamed to publiſh, 
as appears by the Account of the 10 per Cent. Duty, kept at the African Houſe 
and delivered into the Council of Trade by themſelves, which in Nine Years a- 
mounts to 87465 /.9 6. 6d. and is above 9500 J. a Year, part of which Sum 
paid by Private Traders they own to be 53731 J. 9s. 6d. and amounts to a. 


bout 6000 J. per Annum; which Baſe Suggeſtion being a Specimen of their uſual 


Practices, may guide Gentlemen in Judging of their Unjuſt Actions. 

And it is humbly hoped our Legiſlators will no longer Commit the Care of 
theſe Forts, and 2 Trade ſo nearly related to the Intereſt of Great-Britain and 
Plantations, to ſuch who inſtead of protecting it, have uſed all the Ill Ways they 
could think of, to deſtroy their Fellow Traders, and eyen the Trade itſelf, not- 
withſtanding the great Sums paid for its Support.
